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A Letter concerning a great Victory 
obtained by Colonel] Roſsiter , againſt 
Prince Rupert and Prince Manrice, neer | 
Belyoyr Caltle in Leiceſterſhire. 


SIR, 


Shall give you an accouur. of what intelligence 
rheſe parts afford. On Tweſday' morning we recei- ' 
ved intellgence'thar Piince Rypere & PÞ. Manricewere 
at Banbury upon their march towards Newark, ſome 
reported them ro be twelve hundred, others fix hun- 
dred ; Vpon which Intelligence all the horſe belong- 
ing. to this Garriſon, being three hundred, and tour 
hundred more which. lay at S:amford, were drawn to 
Melton by Coloncll-Rofcirer, to interpoſe berwixt the 
King and the Princes; or to joyn with the Horſe and 
Dragoons under Colonel! Manwaring then ar Lei- 
cefter, and fince gone to Derby to joyn with Colonell 
Generalt .Poiuts; Yeſterday morning upon inrelli- 
gence: from, Bur{zigh, that'the report of Prince Ru- 
perts: comming was falſe, and the King being retur- 
ned backe to Newarke, our Horſe were ordered to 
rarch back to Graxtham, no ſooner were we march- 
ing, but from Leiceſter we received Intelligence that 
the Princes were upon their march towards Belve;r, 
we purſued them with all ſpeed, they faced us twice

as though they would bave charged,but upon ourad- 
vance to them they run for Zelverr, we purſued them 
cloſe to the caſtle walls, took a Major,three Captains, 
ſixty Priſoners, Prince Mawrice's Trumpeter, Trumpet 
and Banner, ard about one hundred and forty Hor- 
ſes, we wounded and killed divers, ſome of qualicy, 
the two Princes hardly eſcaping with about one 
hundred more. Some of the Officers we have taken, 
rold us that the Princes fent the Lord of Northamp- 
tons Regiment back to Banbury, arid marched with 
this ſmall party onely ro ſpeake with the King, and 
rake their leaves of him. The King is now in Newark, 
| his Horſe quartered berwixt Newark and Welbeck, part 
of them: and as we hear, Sir Marmaduke Langdale with - 
che reſt marched Northward, it is likely to releeve 
Skipton Caftle, Colonell Generall roints is come to 
Derby,and Colonell Manwaring is gone to him, which 
I hope will give us a further occaſion of ſending to
